IN REICH’S PUSH; 
FRENCH RETREAT 


Bold Frontal Attack Launched Against 
Main Defenses Of Foes By Hitler 
Legions; Cabinet Flees Again

Hitler’s armies marched into the streets of Paris 
today, captured the vital French port of Le Havre on 
the English channel and in their hour of triumph — 
bitter defeat for France—launched a bold frontal at­ 
tack on the great Maginot 4ine itself.

The Citizens’ Safety council has 
in its files a 22-point program that 
could form the background for a 
traffic correction plan and possibly 
counteract the inertia that seems 
to have overcome East Liverpool’s 
street and highway safety move­ 
ment.
